Badawey. “We get people coming from 
all over to check it out.” 

Dubbed the Incredible Shrinking 
Mill on the city’s tourism website, the 
attraction is an optical illusion involv¬ 
ing a massive grain elevator near the 
Sugarloaf Marina. 

Turning left onto Lakeshore Rd. W. 
from Cement Plant Rd. in Port Col¬ 
borne and then driving east, the grain 
elevator fills the horizon at the end of 
the road, which curves to the left when 
it hits Gravelly Bay. 

Drive closer to the bend in the road, 
though, and the grain elevator appears 
to get smaller. 

By the time you make the left-hand 
bend, the building looks significantly 
smaller and can now been seen on the 
opposite side of the bay. 

The optical illusion is the result of a 
changing perspective as you drive by. 
Large trees and houses on both sides 
of the road make the mill seem bigger 
than it is, then once the road opens up 


and the bay is visible the perspective 
changes. 

According to Port Colborne’s tour¬ 
ism website, the phenomena is also 
the result of the refraction of light off 
the bay’s shallow water. 

The grain elevator is more than 
100 years old and the illusion has 
been visible for years, but has gained 
more interest lately with the post¬ 
ing of a couple of videos on YouTube 
and a segment about it on a television 

“As much as we take it for granted, 
when people see it they’re just in awe,” 
said Badawey, who lives near Lake- 
shore Rd. and said tourists checking 
out the mill are easy to identify. 

“They turn off of Cement Rd., slow 
almost to a stop to look at it, and then 
nine times out of 10 you see them drive 
by again a few minutes later,” he said.

By Thursday night she 
had raised $1,500 for can¬ 
cer research, but that didn’t 
include cash donations made 
at the event. 

For Leblanc’s parents Dan 
and Jackie, it was a proud, and 
emotional, day. 

“It’s an initiative she took 
on herself,” said Dan. “It was 
something she wanted to do 
to give back and contribute.” 

“It’s just really important 
to her to do something good 
because they were two really 
good people,” said Jackie. 
“She wants people to remem¬ 
ber them.” 

Leblanc said the 10-km SUP 
workout wasn’t overly diffi¬ 
cult, except for the final few 
hundred metres, when she 
could see the 100 or so sup¬ 
porters waiting at the end of 
the recreational canal for her. 

“I could see everybody and 
I just wanted to get there,” she 
said.

‘Intoxicated’woman pulled from canal

Niagara Regional Police are 
reminding people alcohol and 
water don’t mix after a woman had 
to be rescued from the Welland 
Canal last Friday.

GRAPEFRUIT AND MEDICATION 


Grapefruit and grapefruit juice are an excellent source of many 
nutrients that contribute to a healthy diet. Grapefruit is a good 
source of vitamin C, fiber, and the pink and red hues contain 
the beneficial antioxidant lycopene, thought to have a role in 
preventing various diseases such as cancer and heart disease. 
Studies have shown that grapefruit helps lower cholesterol, and 
there is evidence that the seeds have antioxidant properties. 

However, there are compounds in grapefruit called 
furanocoumarins that can interfere with the way your body 
metabolizes certain medications. This can lead to dangerously 
high levels of medication in the body and may increase the 
risk of rare but serious or life-threatening side effects such 
as slowed heart rate and muscle deterioration. For a few 
medications, it can lead to decreased effectiveness because 
these medications need to be metabolized in order to become 
active. Don’t take these interactions lightly, as some can cause 
potentially dangerous health problems. 

Both grapefruit juice (either fresh or frozen) and the fruit 
itself can affect certain medications and the effects have been 
seen with as little as one 8-ounce (250 mL) glass of grapefruit 
juice. The effects of grapefruit juice on medications can last 
up to 3 days, so taking them at different times of day will not 
help. Naturally sweet orange juice has not been shown to affect 
medications the way grapefruit juice does, but tangelos (which 
are related to grapefruit), lime juice, and Seville(sour) oranges 
may affect medications.

OFFICIAL PLAN AMENDMENT 1 

Port Colborne 

PURPOSE 

The purpose of this meeting is to present Official Plan Amendment 1 (OPA1) to Council and to hear any comments 
from the public. The City of Port Colborne has initiated an Official Plan Amendment to modify and update existing 
regulations including: 

• Text and mapping changes to the Westwood Park Secondary Plan (Section 5.3 and Schedule G) to correct 
minor clerical errors; 

• The addition of “Medical Marihuana Production Facility” as a permitted use under the Industrial/Employment 
Area Designation; 

• The re-designation of the properties from 76 to 104 Fraser Street from “Urban Residential” to “Downtown 
Commercial” on Schedule A; 

• Updated policies relating to Garden Suites; 

• Minor change to Schedule A regarding the delineation of the Mineral Aggregate Operations; and 

• The inclusion of a policy to allow for the correction of minor clerical, grammatical, spelling and technical 
mapping errors (including colour adjustments on Schedules), updates to the base mapping to show existing 
and approved infrastructure, changes to the format or presentation of the plan and altering punctuation to 
obtain a uniform mode of expression. 

OPA 1 will not be adopted by Council at this Statutory Public Meeting. Comments provided at this meeting will 
be considered prior to the amendment being finalized and adopted. As the Regional Municipality of Niagara is the 
approval authority, once adopted by City Council, the Official Plan will be forwarded to the Region for its approval.

Government pledges 
to reduce use of 
controversial pesticide

You might have expected beekeeper 
George Scott to be jumping for joy at the 
news the provincial government is aiming to 
cut farm use of a controversial pesticide he 
has tailed against, but you would be wrong. 

"In this past legislation, provincially, they 
used an atomic bomb to kill a mouse and 
they missed the elephant,” the Wainfleet 
resident and managing director of Niagara 
Beeway said. 

The mouse in Scott's metaphor are farm¬ 
ers. The elephant are all the retail products 


Scott has lobbied, without success, Nia¬ 
gara Region over the last year asking coun¬ 
cillors to support a ban on the non-farm 
use of neonicotinoids. The pesticide, he told 
councillors in late March, is found in 560 
products, including aerosol insecticides and 
pet flea-control products. 

Newly-minted provincial minister of 
agriculture, food and rural affairs Jeff Leal, 
announced Monday he is moving to limit 
the amount of neonicotinoids applied to 
Ontario’s farm fields. 

Almost all com seed and about 50% of 
soybean seeds planted in Ontario are coated 
with neonicotinoids, which protect the crops 
from pests throughout plant growth. 

Neonicotinoids have been cited as a lead¬ 
ing cause of death to pollinators; specifically, 
honeybees. Three types of the class of neon- 
ics have been banned from use in Europe. 

“Our intention is to move away from the 
widespread, indiscriminate use of neonico- 
tinoid-based pesticides,” Leal said Monday 
in a statement 

Leal said the ministry will begin consult¬ 
ing with farmers to limit the use of neonico¬ 
tinoids, which may include licensing 

While he would like to see a total ban 
on the use of neonicotinoids, Scott said 
targeting Ontario farmers is not a good 
approach because it will put them at a 
competitive disadvantage with farmers 
in other jurisdictions where there are no 
bans or limitations. He said mandatory 
labelling on products noting they may 
contain neonicotinoids, such as items 
made with corn starch, will force com¬ 
panies to make neonicotinoid-free prod¬ 
ucts, as consumers will opt for those 


Watford-area beekeeper Dan Davidson 
told QMI Agency he welcomes Ontario’s 
decision. 

"I think their head’s in the right place on 
this one," said Davidson, president of the 
Ontario Beekeepers Association. 

"They understand it’s just getting used 
whether it’s needed or not, and that’s not 
good for any pesticide, especially one that’s 
very deadly to bees and other pollinators.” 

Ontario's honey industry has been strug¬ 
gling with what Davidson has called an 
unsustainable 35% average annual death 
rate among honeybees. He has pointed to 
the fact that 30% of the food humans eat 
requires pollination, and honeybees do 80% 
of die pollinating

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Native wildflowers provide a host of benefits 

ing Taming Wildflowers published by 
St. Lynn’s Press is more like spending an 
afternoon chatting with Goldberger on her 
beloved 40-hectare wildflower farm, than 
reading a manual on native wildflower 
gardening. All of the facts and figures have 
been thoroughly researched and beauti¬ 
fully presented, but they are offered in such 
a readable fashion, that I finished the book 
cover to cover in one delicious sitting. 

A former dancer and founder of a pre¬ 
natal and postpartum fitness program in 
Toronto, Goldberger’s love of flowers was 
bom in 1982 when she purchased a packet 
of zinnia seeds and was mesmerized by the 
growth process. Within a few short years, 
she and husband, Paul, started Canada's 
first pick-your-own flower farm Acres of 
“every kind of flower available in the seed 
catalogues," followed. 

Goldbeiger fell in love with native plants 
after planting a small patch of wildflowers 
near her flower shop (a former bam) in an 
effort to save work. She was smitten with 
the colours and textures of the flowers 
along with the butterflies and songbirds 
that visited the patch. “I couldn’t get over 
how easy native plants were to grow and 
maintain, howlong-lived they were and, 
most of all, how utterly beautiful they were. 
Plus they made stunning bouquets.” 

For novice gardeners, or more expe¬ 
rienced gardeners who are ready to 
introduce more native wildflowers in their 


lar visitors to my home garden. 
They were so common, that their arrival 
was taken for granted while I welcomed 
more unusual Mourning Cloak, Eastern 
Tiger or Black Swallowtail butterflies.
